Protestant churches, 
which have generally empha- 
sized the Sunday school, report- 
ed 91.1 per cent of the total en- 
rollment (in 1959), and 90.8 per 
eent a year earlier. The total 
Protestant enrollment is 40,- 
349,972, 

“The figure of 3,301,401 per- 
sons, furnished by the publish- 
ers of the Official Catholic Di- 
rectory, is that for public school 
children receiving religious in- 
struction. For the previous 
year (1958) the number was 3,- 
313,852,” the Yearbook says. 

Figures of church statistics 
for Alaska and Hawaii are in- 
cluded this year by the com: 
pilers of the Yearbook. 

Benevolences Reported 

Statistics of church finances 
included in the Yearbook for 
1961 show that contributions 
totalling $2,352,159,290 are re- 
ported by 49 Protestant and 
Eastern Orthodox Churches in 
the United States. Of this 
amount, $473,911,895 is reported 
under benevolences, including 
home and foreign missions, re- 
lief abroad, ete. 
for. benevolences is 20.2 
cent of the total. 

The Yearbook notes _ that 
“forty of the 49 bodies reported 
figures this year comparable

He praised the poor widow for giving 
all, Rom, 12:1 calls for all, The timeliness of it made the anoint- 
ing beautiful. “She hath come aforetime—to anoint my body. for 
burial.” Nicodemus came to anoint the body of Jesus with 
“Myrrh and aloes”, but it was after Jesus was dead; it would} 
| have been far better if he had come out of his secrecy and 
| anointed him before he died. 

Observe, also, the measure of it. “She hath done what she 
could”. She went to the limit. Jesus doesn’t measure our gifts 
for Him in dollars and cents, houses and lands, but by. the meas- 
| ure of what we have and are—our talents and powers. The wi- 
| dow’s mite was more because it was all. Mary’s deed was to be 
praised because it represented the limit of her ability—“she. 
hath done what she could.” 

Deed Still Lives 

This deed—anointing Jesus— did not die when the fragrance 
of, the ointment finally vanished from the room; it lived on, it 
lives today. Jesus said it would; “Wheresoever the gospel shall 
be| preached throughout the whole world; this also, that she hath 
done shall be spoken of as a memorial of her”. We never know 
the limit of the good that will come of a deed wrought for him 
when it represents our best.
